Board of Directors Un- 
aware of Existence of 
T. V. Phelps’ Obliga- 

, Inquiry Shows. 

THEIR EQUIVALENT IN 

CASH FOUND HIDDEN 


Discovery of $3500 Con- 
cealed, Made After Phelps 
Had Been Wantonly Shot 
in Holdup. 

Another development today in the 
strange case of the Overland State 
Bank robbery, in which th: cash- 
ier, Todd VY. Phelps, was wantonly 
killed by robbers last Jan. 18, is 
the disclosure to investigators that 
the cashier made ioans of $3500 
to himself from the bank’s cash, 
without authorization from the 
bank’s directors as required by law. 

Phelps placed two unsecured 
notes in the bank to cover the cash 
withdrawals. One for $1500 signed 
by him waz dated Nov. i, 1928. 
The other, for $2000, was signed 
by his wife a short time before the 
robbery, but the widow asserts she 
never received the money on it. 

As told last Friday, two pbun- 
dies of currency concéaled in dif- 
ferent places in the bank were 
found after the robbery—one con- 
taining $1500, the other $2000. 
This money belonged to the bank 
and no one but Phelps anne of its 
concealment. 

After the robbery Conrad Reine- 
mer, then president of the bank, 
called in auditors who reported 
$11,104 missing, presumabiy taken 
by the robbers. When they had 
finished the check Reinemer,-white | 
plaeing office supplies in a cabinet 
back of the cashier's cage, found 
$1500 hidden there. A further 
search of the bank resulted in the 
discovery of an additional $2000 
hidden behind a safe in the vault. 
The finding of this money reduced 
the bank’s loss in the robbery to 
$7604. 

Note Signed by Cashier and Wife. 

The $1500 note was signed by 
Phelps and the $2000 note by his 
wife, Mrs. Edna A. Phelps of the 
Coronado Hotel, who then and now 
owns a controlling interest in the 
bank. The notes, placed in the 
bank by Phelps and upon which he 
drew out $3500, had been entered

At each meeting of the board of 
directors Cashier Phelps was re- 
quired to read a list of the icans 


As the two notes for $1500 and 
$2000 were not entered in the reg- 
ister, no reference ever was made 
to them at the meetings. But a 
record of the two notes in the ted¢- 
er balanced the cashier's cash. The 
directors rarely, if-ever, consulted 
the ledger for information, depend- 
ing upon Phelps for all bookkeep- 
ing information. The bank had a 
strict rule that ne loans be made 
without authorization by the beard 
and thet a record of ail loans be 
kept in the note register. 


Law Regulating Loans. 

. There is_a State law prohibiting 
loans to salaried officers without 
approval of directors or by the Ex- 
ecutive or Discount Committees, In 
the Overland bank a majority of 
the directors $ave such approval. 
The text of that part of the statute 
follows: 

“Where foans are mafie to active 
salaried officers they must first be 
approved by a majority of the 
board of directors or of the Execu- 
tive or Discount Committee. said 
approval to be in writing and the 
officer to whom said loans are 
made, not voting.” . 

Mrs. Phelps, who’paid the notes 
after her husband's murder, pro- 
testing she had received no money 
on the $2000 note signed by her, 
has said she did not know any 
money hidden by her husband had

Asserting that prohibition had 
accomplished uguch in reducing the 
volume of drinking, the lowa Sen- 
ator said it could never be entire- 
ly successful until it was enforced 
against “those high in official and 
private society.” He said he pro- 
ceeded personally on the theory 
that alcohol is a poison, unfit for 
use either as a drink or a medi- 
cine.

’ THE BINGHAM CENSURE. 

As a free and independent body, the Senate pre- 
served its finest traditions yesterday in passing the 
Norris resolution censuring Senator Bingham. The 
vote, 54 to 22, was surprisingly one-sided. If those 
New England Senators evidently influenced by con- 
siderations of sectional courtesy were subtracted, 
Bingham’s supporters would dwindle to a fhere hand- 
ful of hopeless reactionaries like Smoot of Utah, 
Reed of Pennsylvania and Phipps of Colorado. 

When Senator Bingham appeared voluntarily be- 
fore the Senate Lobby Committee to tell the amazing 
facts of the Byanson incident, the reaction of the 
Senate and the public was immediate and decisive. 
Vainly did Bingham look for support. The only ad- 
ministration Senator on the committee, Robinson of 
Indiana, far from giving him comfort, helped break 
down whatever flimsy pretenses were left after the 
attack of the other Senators. 

The press was almost unanimous in condemning 
his action in placing a representative of private in- 
terests on the official Senate payroll and securing 
for him admittance into the secret sessions of the 
Senate Finance Committee. The New York |Herald- 


Tribune, the leading Republican paper of the coun- 
try, said Byanson’s service as Bingham’s secretary 
involved an indefensible subterfuge. Its sentiments 
were echoed by other members of the Republican, 
high-tariff press, and even newspapers of Bingham’s 
own State scored his action in terms ranging from 
“error of judgment” to “amazing indiscretion.” 

What was in store for Bingham from the Senate 
was evident a week ago when Senator Caraway, in 
the midst of a denunciation of the Eyanson incident, 
paused to ask if no one on the Republican side would 
rise to defend him. The silence that followed was 
eloquent of the Senate’s sentiment. Yesterday both 
Senator Gillett and Senator Gould spoke in Bing- 
ham’s behalf, but without force or effect. The truth 
is there was no defense. The facts were undisputed. 
Bingham himself had furnished them. 

Under all the circumstances, there was nothing the 
Senate could do if it were to maintain its standards 
of honor except to pass the vote of censure. Sup- 
pose all the Senators introduced representatives of 
special interests into secret committee meetings under 
the guise of secretaries. Bingham was guilty of a 
practice which, if generally followed, would substi- 
tute piracy for government.

A SOP TO CERBERUS. 

Mr. Insull’s Cumberland Falls power project is for 
the moment attracting more public attention than 
Boulder Dam. Not that they are comparable, for 
the Cumberland Falls project is a pigmy beside the 
great hydro-electric plant which will be installed on 
the Colorado River. 

The reason Cumberland Falls is given so much pub- 
licity and occupies so large a place in the public eye 
is that it is proposed in this instance to destroy one 
of the most beautiful waterfalls in the Cumberland 
Mountains and run the water down a flume: The 
case is now before the Federal Power Commission. 
The forces on the esthetic side of the controversy are 
formidable. They include the Izaak Walton League, 
a national organization of conseryationists and na- 
ture lovers. 7 

If worse comes to worst, perhaps a concession could 
be wrung out of the Insull interests. If the latter 
were permitted to run the water down a flume Mon- 
day, Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, Friday and Sat- 
urday, maybe they would consent to let it run over 
the falls Sunday. 

POPULAR REACTION TO HIGH FARES. 

That the people of St. Louis react to high street 
car fares exactly as all people do is proved by a 
survey made in California by the State Railway Com- 
mission. 

In every case listed by the commission a falling 
off in gross revenue followed increase in the fare. 
The Los Angeles street railways, which showed a 12 
per cent decrease in travel after the fare was in- 
creased from 5 to 7 cents, are typical. The effect 
of the 10-cent fare in St. Louis has been to ac- 
centuate the decrease in business resulting from the 
prior seven and eight-cent fares and automotive com- 
petition. The California survey shows that where the 
fare is low the people are disposed to continue riding 
the street cars. The means of expressing resentment 
of high fares which are offered by busses and jitneysg 
make possible a barometer of public reaction. It is 
only a coincidence that these competitive conveyances 
have entered the field at a time when str@at car 
properties everywhere are being exploited. Had the 
exploiters taken the field 25 years ago the people 
would have had a choice between high fares and 
walking. It was the production theory of valuation, 
which singularly enough dates back to Mr. Bryan, 
that sowed the wind from which this industry is reap- 
ing the whirlwind. 

The street car companies can keep themselves in 
the field only by squeezing the water .out of their 
valuations and asking a fair return upon their actual 
investments. Even a waterlogged system like that 
in St. Louis can be righted and sail the seas serenely 
for years to come if it will do that.

John Law and Frenzied Finance. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

HE present rampage of frenzied 

finance recalls to mind the operations 

ox John Law’s financia] schemes and its 
results. Viewing the present situation, it 
weulad seem that Barnum was right and 
that people do not profit by past expe- 
riences in stock gambling. IT quote from 
Guizot’s History of France, Vol. 5, pp. 
15-17: 

Law organized the Compagnie des 
Indes (Mississippi bubble), repurchased 
the indirect taxes, etc.; the company’s 
shares already amounted to the sup- 
posed value of all the coin circulating 
the kingdom, estimated at seven or 
eight hundred millions. He created 
some fifteen hundred millions of new 
shares, promising his shareholders a 
dividend of 12 per cent. From all 
parts silver and gold flowed into his 
hands; everywhere the paper of the 
bank was substituted for coin. The 
delirium has mastered all minds. The 
workmen who made the paper for the 
bank-notes could not keep up with the 
consumption. The most modest for- 
tunes suddenly became _ colossal, 
lackeys of yesterday were millionaires 
tomorrow; extravagance followed 
the progress of this outburst of riches, 
and the price of provisions followed 
the progress of extravagance. 

When the crash came, the crush was 
sd great that three men were crushed 
to death on one day in the crowd. It 
was found necessary to close the en- 
trances to Quincampoix street, in or- 
der to put a stop to the feverish tumult 
arising from desperate speculation. The 
multitude moved to the Place Ven- 
dome; shops and booths were thrown 
up: there was a share-fair; this ditty 
was everywhere sung in the streets: 

On Moday I bought share on share; 

On Tuesday I was a millionaire; 

On Wednesday took a grand abode; 

On Thursday in my carriage rode; 
On Friday drove to the opera-ball; 
On Saturday came to the paupers’

If they did they must have been disap- 
pointed, for this composition surely ex- 
hibits the same apparent lack of spon- 
taneous melodic invention, straining for 
orchestral effects, musical blind alleys, 
unrelated changes and lack of melodic 
continuity which feature so much of the 
modern music. . 

The writer’s attendance at symphony 
concerts over a long period of years has 
accustomed hig ears to dissonances and 
modern ideas in orche .ration; he has 
also tried hard to adopt the sympathetic 
attitude toward modern music com- 
mended in a recent editorial in your pa- 
per. I also can state that I have heard 
a number of modern compositions that I 
have enjoyed thoroughly. but if this stuff 
that came over the radio Sunday after- 
noon wag music than I will have to con- 
fess that it is completely beyond my un- 
derstanding.

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FIGHTING BLINDNESS IN MISSOURI. 
Expenditure of $500,000 by the State for a tra- 
choma hospital, embodied in Representative Claude 
B. Ricketts’ recommendations to the Survey Commis- 
sion, points out an alarming condition and gives 
promise of wide accomplishment by a comparatively 
modest outlay. Trachoma, an infectious disease of 
the eye, whose cause hag not been definitely found, 
is the leading cause of blindness. Widespread in 
tropical countries, its centers in the United States 
are the Appalachian and Ozark regions. The untime- 
ly death of Dr. Hideyo Noguchi has checked research 
into its causes, and until his investigations are con- 
tinued, the chief energies of science must be directed 
toward treating rather than preventing the disease. 
Missouri has approximately 10,000 sufferers from 
trachoma. Unless they receive proper treatment these 
persons probably will become blind. At present the 
chief facilities for treating trachoma are at a Gov- 
ernment hospital in an old residence at Rolla, opened 
in 1925, The State gives $5000 a year to its upkeep. 
This hospital can treat only 32 patients at a time, 
however, and gave treatment to only 300 persons last

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ATTORNEY GENERAL MITCHELL'S PRISON PROGRAM. 
What seems to us a modest prison building pro- 


gram has been proposed by Attorney General Mitchell. 


He is asking for the comparatively small sum of 
$6,500,000 to build two penitentiaries and three jails 
to relieve congestion in existing institutions, It is 
interesting to note that the Federal Government, for 
the first time in history, has decided to go into the 
jail business, Federal prisoners convicted of jail 
offenses have always been farmed out in state and 
county jails. Until the passage of the eighteenth 
amendment, this was a satisfactory arrangement, be- 


cause most Federal offenses were felonies, punish-| 


able by imprisonment in penitentiaries, Not so since, 
County jails throughout the country are crowded 
with petty liquor offenders, and the ingenuity of 
Federal courts is frequently taxed to provide quarters 
for the host of men and women found guilty of 
misdemeanors under the dry laws. 

When the new Federa] jaily are built, they will 
symbolize the most serious invasion of the Central 
Government ipto the province of local self-govern- 
ment that has ever occurred. Mr. Mitchell says it is 
not planned to build more than three jails, but the 
chances are that the program perforce will be ex- 
tended. Or it may be that county governments will 
find it profitable to make additions to their jails, pay- 
ing for them out of the allowance made to the coun- 
ties for housing Federal prisoners. A good deal of 
grim humor may be found in the United States’ pris- 
on housing problem. We recall someone’s suggestion 
that it might become practicable to build a stock- 
ade around the State of Kansas and concentrate all 
prisoners there, 
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A FORTUNE GAINED OR LOST? 

It is one of the little comedies of life that in achiev- 
ing an ambition one often, aJl too often, loses the 
ability to enjoy it.

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A NEW RIVER FRONT, 

It would be a mistake for St. Louisans to shrug 
their shoulders over the City Plan Commission’s 
scheme for development of the river front. 

The estimated cost of the project is $80,000,000, a 
small sum in comparison with the effect it would 
no doubt have on St. Louis and the facilities that 
would be provided. The plan for the central section 
was published some months ago. That for the north- 
ern and southern ends ig just out. The ugly old sec 
tion between the business district and the river will 
be transformed, huge public parking spaces provided 
there, and a double-deck highway erected to carry 
traffic swiftly and safely to the less congested sec. 
tions. This road will be extended northward_to a 
new part of the city not now on the maps. That new 
area will consist of five square miles of land and 
lagoons created by taking the kink from the Mis- 
sissippi where Sawyer’s Bend dips into St. Louis 
between Bissel’s Point and Chain of Rocks. A model 
airport will be constructed on this land, surrounded 
by a park. To the south there will be a new bluff 
park near the Marine Hospital, to increase sweeping 
views of the river. There will be a bluff drive on 
to Bellerive Park, and a new boulevard from there 
to Jefferson Barracks. There will be a yacht or mo- 
tor boat harbor at each end of the city, and a wooded 
recreation ground on the south bank of the reformed 
River des Peres.

ly yet taken shape, Mr. MacDonald and 
Mr. Hoover have exorcised the specter of 
war between England and America, but 
they have not yet constructed the vision 
of co-operative peace. That is the next 
itage, however long it may take to get 
there. A good beginning has been made. 
In the joint statement issued by the,Pre- 
mier and President it ts said: 


A con's now footing. relations are now 


We approach the old historica] prob- 
lems from a new angle and in a new 
atmosphere. On the assumption tnat 
war between us’ has been banished and 
that conflicts between our military or 
mava: forces cannot take place, these 
problems have changed their meaning 
and character, and their solution in 
ways satisfactory to both countries has 
become possible. We have agreed that 
those questions should become the sub- 
ject of active consideration between us. 


These few sentences should mark a turn- 
ing point in history. They should mark 
the change-over from an attitude of mind 
which accepts war as natural and occa- 
sionally inevitable and the attitude which 
regards it as unnatural and permanently 
avoidable, But that is a difference with 
the most far-reaching practical conse- 
quences. Take for example the question 
of the freedom of the seas, the only con- 
siderable issue actually now open between 


the two countries. 
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The greater ‘part of the American navy 
owes its existence, historically, to the fact 
that American overseas commerce has been 
violently interfered with, not least by our- 
selves, in time of war, ° The Whole driving 
force for a big American has come 
‘rom the determination that America shall 
be powerful enough at sea to prevent a re- 
currence of this violent interference, by 
ourselves or by anyone else. Great Brit- 
ain was, in fact, the power against whom 
this naval construction appeared to be 
especially directed. It is true that, even 
before war was ruled out people did not 
take the implied threat very seriously, Still 
there were some who were far-sighted 
enough to see the dangerous drift of vents 
and the Naval Disarmament Conference in 
1927 was actually wrecked by the readiness 
of British and American Admirals to be- 
lieve that the fleets of thely respective coun- 
tries might one day be fighting each other. 


And perhaps if matters had heen allowed 
to drift the Admirals would have been right. 
They were proved wrong by the Kellogg 
pact, which for the first time made people 
ask themselves under what conceivable cir- 
cumstances war betweer these two countries 
sould be worth while for either. And the 
answer, the unanimous answer, was “Under 
none.” Once that answer was given dis- 
armament became easy; so far as this 
country and America alone were concerned, 
it ceased even to be a problem. But what 
of the freedom of the seas—the issue which 
was mainly responsible for the existence of 
Anglo-American armaments problem? 


° 

That issue, too, is allered out of all rec- 
ognition by the fac: hat England and 
America are now wililus not merely to as- 
sert but to act on tho ass inption that war 
between them hag been ruied out. This 
means that therg can, at any rate, be no 
repetition of the years before America's 
entry into the war, when the increasing dis- 
regard of her neutral rights made it a 
question which belligerent would first ex- 
asperate her into taking up arms, and on 
which side, 


We need no longer fear that if similar 
circumstances arose jn the future we should 
exasperate America into war. But we might 
exasperate her all] the same. That is a 
typical problem of constructive peace which 
the Kellogg pact has left unresolved. But 
it is also typical of the problems, like the 
problem of disarmanient itself, which the 
Kellogg pact makes capable of solution. It 
will, therefore, be the chief of those matters 
whose “active consideration” is promised by 
Mr. Hoover and Mr. Macl onald in their 
joint manifesto. 


It does not follow that progress will be 
rapid. The difficulty is made plain in the 
manifesto itself, which declares that in the 
constructive works of peace the paths of 
the two Governments will differ, since 
America, refuses to be entangled with Buro- 
Dean diplomacy and Great Britain cannot 
cut herself adrift from it. This is a seri- 
ous matter. It means, broadly, that while 
America will not allow any external au- 
thority to bind her actions, Great Britain 
is bound in many ways, and especially by 
her engagements to the League of Nations. 

These engagements are’ not clearly de- 
fined, but they exist; they are of a nature 
which might impose upon us just those 
duties of interference with neutral shipping 
which America resents. What then? The 
contingency is a remote one, but not so re- 
mote that it should not be faced. It seems, 
on the whole, to be a question for America 
rather than for Great Britain to answer. 
America is entitled to proclaim her inde- 
pendence of the League. But it is fair to 
ask her whether independence of the 
League will lead her to resist actions taken 
under the authority of the League in de- 
fense of world peace. That is a question 
which, though it has sometimes been put 
in America, has not yet received a satis- 
factory answer. It must receive one if the 
Promised conversations are to lead to a 
successful result. ; 


On the other hand, there ts also a ques- 
tion which we in this country cught to 
answer—-the question whether we are yet 
willing to abandon our claim to dictate to 
the world the conditions on which neutral 
sea-horne com may be conducted in 
time of war.

Impressive Drama Drama Finely Done 
by an All-Mafe Cast at 
American Theater. 
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By H. H. NIEMEYER. 
OW iam OVER EUROPE,” a 


drama of tomorrow, of 

what may be just around 
the corner, and a drama of 
an idea, which presumes that 
its audience is intelligent or, 
more than that, depends upon 
the intelligence of its hearers 
for its very life, was presented for 
the first time in St. Louis by the 
New York Theater Guild at the 
American Theater last night. The 
first night audience, almost ail that 
the authors of the drama could ask 
for in point of willingness to give 
the piece a respectful and thought- 
ful hearing, was left somewhat in 
doubt as to whether or not it had 
seen a great play. Measured by the 
only standards which can be 
stepped off between the proscenium 
arches, “Wings Over Europe” is not 
@ great drama, not evens always 
great theater, but it is an impres- 
sive piece of stagecraft presented 
in a most distinguished manner by 
a cast made up entirely of men. 

Fo: “Wings Over Europe” is a 
play of the Lords of Creation, or 
at least that part of Creation 
known as the British Empire. Its 
three scenes being laid at No. 10 
Downing street during three suc- 
cessive meetings of the British 
Cabinet, at a somewhat vague 
time either before or after Mar- 
garet Bondfield became Secretary 
of Labor, there is no necessity for 
the introduction of a woman imto 
the story. That, perhaps, is one 
reason why this drama by Robert 
Nichols and Maurice Browne is 
here under the direction of the 
Guild rather than being offered by 
Mr. Erlanger or the Brothers Shu- 
bert. There is no love interest, no 
sex appeal, but the play is none 
the less interesting ‘and absorbing 
for its lack of these theatrically 
customary elements. 

At the time the play begins the 
British Cabinet has been called to- 
gether to listen to the astounding 
revelations of a youthful scientist 
who has discovered the secret of 
the universe—a method of disin- 
tegrating the atom and harness- 
ing its power. He holds the world 
in the palm of his hand.

them that Francis Lightfoot, the 
Socialist-scientist, really controls 
the destinies of the world. Then 
they reject the proposal for all peo- 
ple to live together in Arcady. The 
Minister of War wants the power 
for his armies... The Minister of 
Marine would use the invention for 
his ships, and all agree that man- 
kind is not yet ready for an ideal 
existence. Lightfoot is offered the 
choice between destruction of his 
discovery or life imprisonment in 
a place where he can do no harm 
with his brain child. He selects 
neither. Prepared for some such 
move, he has arranged to destroy 
London the next day and he gives 
the Cabinet a 12-hour stay to re- 
consider his proposition. 

There is nothing for the Cabinet 
members to do but give in. But 
when they announce to Lightfoot 
that he shall have his way, the 
dreamer has changed his mind. 
Mankind, he now sees, is not ready 
for Utopia. The only way to save 
the world is to destroy it, and he 
sets the hour for the end of all 
things for noon. 

Then follows the most tense 
moments of the drama. With 
death but minutes off the Cabi- 
net members revedl themselves as 
they are at heart—some afraid 
and bysterical, some repentant for 
their sins like the thief upon the 
cross, some calm and cool and 
one, the sporting member, passing 
the time pleasantly oneng™ at a 
game of solitaire. 

The Minister of War settles, 
finally, the difficulty by shooting 
the young scientist and the bit of 
machinery, set for destriction,. is 
snatched from his dying hands. 
At that moment, however, the 
sound of airplanes flying over- 
head — wings over Europe — is 
heard and a message is delivered 
which says that other scientists 
have discovered Lightfoot’s secret 
and that the world rulers are 
summoned to Geneva for a con- 
ference for the betterment of 
mankind. The British Cabinet pre- 
pares to attend. en masse as well 
as in something of a hurry, as the 
final curtain falls. 

To be sure there is considerabie 
clap-trap to “Wings Over Europe.” 
but it is different clap-trap, out of 
the ordinary and never tiresome. 

The drama is finely. nay per- 
fectly, played by the large male 
cast.

COOLER IN SUBURBS THAN IN 
HEART OF CITY, REPORTS SHOW 


Many persons have the impres- 
sion it is colder in the suburbs than 
in the heart of the city on chilly 
nights, and Roscoe Nunn, who 
came here from Baltimore, Md., re- 
cently as Government meteorolog- 
ist, is giving proof of this in his 
weather forecasts.

Louis Field it was 
32 and Nunn said it was probably 
colder at some other points in the 
county. The first killing frost of

“Suburban residents have flow- 
ers that might be killed if they re- 
lied on a forecast, of city tempera- 
ture,” Nunn explained. “It might 
look bad, too, to predict a minim- 
um of 30.degrees without mention- 
ing the suburbs and have the sta- 
tion reading show 36. In a large 
city there is a tremendous amount 
of heat put out by smokestacks, 
and the masses of large buildings 
get warmed up.. When there is a 
blanket of smoke that is a factor, 
as it prevents radiation, that is, 
cooling off of these masses. In the 
country radiation is much more 
effective. Although there is almost 
always two or three degrees dif- 
ference between the city and the 


suburbs, and there may be 10 de- |: 


grees or more difference, this dff- 
ference is not so much on a cloudy 
night or a windy night, but it is 
found on a clear, frosty night.” | 

When Nunn came here he re- 
marked that weather forecasts, 
brief and formal as they are, of- 
fered a chance for the meteorolog- 
ist to show individuality.

Jackson, Miss., Paper 
in Patronage Trials.

JACKSON, Miss., Nov. &.—Maj. 
Frederick Stullenz, editor of the 
Jackson Daily News yesterday was 
held in contempt of the United 
States District Court by Judge Ed- 
win R. Hoimes, because of a signed 
story he published March 20, 1929, 
in which he protested against 
acquitta! of four defendants in a 


Federal patronage trafficking trial 
at Meridian and declared that the 
Government prosecution was actu- 
ated by factional policies. Sen- 
tence was suspended pending good 
behavior and Suilens was placed 
on probation for an indefinite pe- 
riod. He has not determined 
whether he will insist on a sen- 
tence with a view of appealing. 
Judge Holmes deciared in his 
written declaration the reason 
which prompted him to stspend 
sentence, was to avoid conflict be- 
tween the press and administration 
of justice, the one guaranteed its 
freedom and the other its jurisdic. 
tion under the same constitution. 
Though separate and distinct they 
are equally sacred and neither 
should be violated by the other, 
declared Judge Holmes. The 
right of legitimate publicity must 
be scrupulously recognized and 
care taken to avoid imposing on 


Justice Easily Obstructed. 

The channels of justice May eas- 
ily be polluted by a hostile press 
in a way beyond the reach of the 
law, he said, an@ the difficulties 
which are sure to be incurred in 
administering so drastic a remedy 
as well as the harm that is likely 
to result to the administration of 
justice make it the duty of the 
court to avoid such action and ob- 
tain, if possible, co-operation and 
assistance of the press in securing 
fair and impartial administration of 
the two. Factions of the Repub- 
lican party fought for control of 
Federal patronage in Mississippi, 
one headed by Perry Howard, who 
had won the supremacy of his par- 
ty at the Cleveland convention in 
1924, and the other headed by for- 
mer Goy.

ITTLE was said about the case

“T can't see,” he said, “that find-

“A sad 
and depressin' world. Each step 
appears to tangle us a little more.

From the first we 
had cloaked our true thoughts and 
fears with generalities. 

“a mathematician’s crime?’ re- 
pested Markham. “The case strikes 
me as a series of senseless acts 
committed by a maniac running 
amuck.” 

Vance shook his head. 

“Our criminal is supersane, 
Markham. And his acts are not 
senseless: they're hideously logical 
and precise. True, they have been 
conceived with a grim and terrible 
humor, with a tremendously cyni- 
cal attitude: but within themselves 
they are exact and rational.” 

Markham regarded Vance 
‘houghtfully. 

“How can you reconcile these 
Mother-Goose crimes with the 
mathematical mind?” he asked. 
“In what way can they be regarded 
as logical? To me they’re night- 
mares, unrelated to sanity. 

Vance settled himself deeper in 
his chair, and smoked for several 
minutes. Then he began an an- 
alysis of the case, which not only 
clarified the seeming madness of 
the crimes themselves, but brought 
all the events and the characters 
into a uniform focus. The accura- 
cy of this analysis was brought 
home to us with tragic and over- 
whelming force before many days 
had passed. 

' “In order to understand : these 
crimes,” he began, “we must con- 
sider the stock-in-trade of the 
mathematician, for all his specula- 
tions and computations tend to em- 
phasize the relative insignificance 
of this planet and+ the unim- 
portance of human life—regard, 
first, the mere scope of the mathe- 
matician’s field. On the one ‘and 
he attempts to measure _ infinite 
space in terms of parsecs and light- 
years, and, on the other, to meas- 
ure the electron which is so in- 
finitely small that he has to in- 
vent the Rutherford unit—a mil- 
lionth of a millimicron. His vision 
is one of trans-cendental perspec- 
tives, in which this earth and its 
people sink almost to the vanish- 


ing point. 


nodded dubiously. “So far I 

follow you, of course,” he said. 
“But your point seems vague—not 
to say wsoteric.” : 

“Is it surprising,” asked Vance, 
“that a man dealing tn such colos- 
sal, incommensurable concepts, 
wherein the individuals of human 
society are infinitesimal, might in 
time lose all sense of relative val- 
ues on earth, and come to have 
an enormous contempt for human 
life? The comparatively insignifi- 
eant affairs of this world would 
then become mere petty intrusions 
on the macrocosmos of his mental 
consciousness. Inevitably such * 
man’s attitude would become cyni- 
cal. In his heart he would scoff 
at all human values, and sneer at 


V ANCE looked up, and Markham 


‘the littleness of the visual things 


about him. Perhaps there would 
be a sadistic element in his atti- 
tude; for cynicism is a form of 
sadism. ...” 

“But deliberate, planned mur- 
der!” objected Markham. 

“Consider the. psychological as- 
pects of the case. With the nor- 
mal person, who takes his recrea- 
tions daily, a balance is maintained 
between the conscious and the un- 
conscious activities: the emotions, 
being constantly dispersed, are not 
allowed to accumulate. But with 
the abnormal person, who spends 
his entire time in intense mental 
concentration and who rigorously 
suppresses all his emotions, 
the loosening of the subcon- 
cious is apt.to result in a violent 
manifestation. This long inhibi- 
tion and protracted mental appli- 
cation, without recreation or out- 
let of any kind, causes an explo- 
sion which often assumes the form 
of deeds of unspeakable horror. 
No buman being, however intel- 
lectual, can escape the results. The 


- mathematician who repudiates na- 


ture’s laws is nevertheless amena- 


pressure of his denied emotions. 
And outraged nature, tn order to 


spiritists, constitutes a similar psy- 
chological phenomenon.” 

Vance took severai deep inhala- 
tions on his cigarette. 

“Markham, there's no escaping 
the fact; these fantastic and seem- 
ingly incredible murders were 
planned by a mathematician as 
forced outlets to a life of tense ab- 
stract speculation and emotional 
repression, They fulfill all the in- 
dicated requirements: they are neat 
and precise, beautifully worked 
out, with every minute factor fit- 
ting snugly in place. No loose 
ends, no remainders, apparently 
no motive. And aside from their 
highly imaginative precision. all 
their indications point unmistaka- 
bly to an abstrusely conceptive in- 
telligence on the loose—a devotee 
of pure science having his fling.” 

“But why their grisly humor?” 
asked Markham. “How do you rec- 
oncile the Mother-Goose phase of 
them with your theory?” 

“The existence of inhibited im. 
pulses,” explained Vance, “always 
produces a state favorable to hu- 
mor. Dugas designates humor as 
a‘detente—a release from tension: 
and Bain, following Spencer, calls 
humor a relief from restraint. The 
most fertile field for a manifesta- 
tion of humor lies in accumulated 
potential energy—what Freud calls 
Besetzungsenergie—which in time 
demands a free discharge. In these 
Mother-Goose crimes we have the 
mathematician re-acting to the 
most fantastic of frivolous acts in 
order to balance his superserious 
logical speculations. It’s as if he 
were saying cynically ‘Behold! 
This is the world that you take so 
seriously because you know noth- 
ing of the infinitely larger abstract 
world. Life on earth is a child's 
game—hardly important enough to 
make a joke about.’ And 
such an attitude would be wholly 
consistent with psychology; for 
after any great prolonged mental 
strain one's reactions wil] take the 
form of reversals—that is to say 
the most serious and dignified will 
seek an outlet in the most childish 
games. Here, incidentally, you 
have the explanation for the prac- 
tical joker with his sadistic in- 
stincts. 

“Moreover, all sadists have an 
infantile complex. And the child 
is totally abnormal. A man, 
therefore, who experiences these 
infantile psychological reversals is 
beyond good and evil. Many mod- 
ern mathematicians even hold that 
all convention, duty, morality, 
good, and the like, could not exist 
except for the fiction of free will. 
To them the science of ethics is a 
field haunted by conceptual ghosts: 
and they even arrive at the disin- 
tegrating doubt as to whether 
truth itself is not merely a figment 
of the imagination. Add to 
these considerations the sense of 
earthly distortion and the contempt 
for human life which might easily 
result from the speculations. of 
higher mathematics, and you have 
a perfect set of conditions for the 
type of crimes with which we are 


dealing. 
W sveaxing Markham sat silent 
for a jong time. Finally he 
moved restively. “I ean under- 
stand,” he said, “how these crimes 
might fit almost any of the persons 
involved. But, on the basis of your 
argument, how do you account for 
the notes to the press?” 

“Humor must be imparted,” re- 
turned Vance. “’A jest’s prosperity 
lies in the ear of him who hears 
it.” Also, the impulse toward exhi- 
bitionism enters into the present 
case.”

Apply the iotion to the discol- 
ored skin area regularly night and 
morning. A tiny camel's hair 
brush or bit of absorbent cotton 
may be used.for this purpose. If 
the skin ig the sensitive sert, one 
of the superficial effects of the 
treatment may be a slight rough- 
ening or irritation. Should this oc- 
cur the simplest way to deal with 
the trouble is to daub the dis- 
turbed skin surface with a little 
pure glycerine or rub on a layer 
of ordinary household starch. _Of 
course, if the disturbance continues 
it is but wisdom to discontinue us- 
ing the bieaching lotion for a few 
days, or until] the skin returns to 
normal. 

Now we do not promise any 
miracies.of this bleaching lotion. 
Naturally some skins will respond 
to it more quickly than will others. 
It may be necessary in certain 
cases to persevere with the treat- 
ment for a month or more—with 
occasional lapses—-before the de- 
sired results are obtained. 

In the meantime, however, one 
can make use of artifice to make 
the skin seem what it is not. For 
example, a face powder three or 
even four shades darker than the 
natural tone of the skin, will make 
the spots far less conspicuous than 
they would be otherwise. 

Even more effective than dry 
powder for this purpose ‘is liquid 
powder. A combination of the two 
is better still Needless to say, 
the latter must be applied to the 
skin first and the former biended 
in when the liquid powder becomes 
dry. Of course, the two should be 
identical in coloring. 

Regarding the internal treat- 
ment of liver spots, if it is the liver 
that is really at fault, the doctor 
will either advise a specia] diet or 
will recommend that the patient 
abstain from rich foods or those 
difficult to digest. Too, he will 
most likely urge the patient to ex- 
ercise.
